I am not intending to inflict the readers 
On the Way of The Pacific Churchman with travel- 
. ogues; although I hope from month to 
month to send a greeting with some word of my 
whereabouts and my adventures, if there are any other 
than ecclesiastical. There are none to record as I write 
this. The trip is only just begun. We slipped rapidly 
through Nevada yesterday—a cloudy, windy day; but 
with air-conditioned cars the weather counts for very 
little. Happily gone are those trying days when the 
wind and dust swept through the open windows; when 
some passengers were glad of the air in spite of the 
dust and others groaned and wanted the windows 
shut. Wind, dust, heat, cold don’t count any more. So 
far as the train is concerned they are conquered. 


Nevada looked greener than I can remember seeing 
it. Today, on the sloping plateau of Eastern Wyoming 
and Western Colorado, the country—cattle and crops 
—looks pretty dry. These vast stretches of land, with 
the occasional small town or hamlet, bring forcibly to 
mind the whole matter of the Church’s work in these 
home mission fields. One realizes vividly the self- 
sacrifice of the men and women who give themselves 
to it. One does not have to be an expert on rural work 
to understand the problems of budget and workers 
which face the bishops in these areas and the National 
Council in its schedules of appropriations. Are we to 
spend money to help bring the gospel to these scattered 
communities or should we cut down and turn to the 
cities? What counts most? What does God want us 
to do? Shall we be ruthless in initiating new policies 
or make adjustments slowly? Human factors can not 
be ignored nor the work of other Christian com- 
munions. It is easy for the critics of our missionary 
policy to find mistakes. It is not easy to build up con- 
structive policies. 


In a lesser way all these questions come into our 
diocesan work. Our rural field is small and easy com- 
ared with that of this mountains and plains country 
but we, too, must strike balances, judge alternatives, 
remember human needs, take account of the work of 


other churches and plan with forward look and strong 
faith. 


So my travel talk ends with a Church problem, or_ 


rather, having led to a Church problem it must end 
with the hope and the prayer that the intelligent and 
earnest men and women of the Diocese will try to 
learn more of our diocesan work, think about it, help 
with comment and with money and pray for it.

Living Memorial to Former Rector 


_ Holy Innocents Church, San Francisco, is giving a 
living memorial to its former rector, the Rev. Robert 
Lindsay Macfarlane, who entered into light on Easter 
evening of this year. The purpose is to lift the parish 
to a higher level of loyalty and interest between Easter 
and Christmas, a nine-month living memorial. The 
large territory has been divided into six districts, under 
officers who send out weekly telephone messages which 
are relayed to all members. At the head of these dis- 
tricts is a member of the vestry, Mr. Herbert Schnei- 
der, a devoted altar boy of the old days. 


A series of corporate communions were held from 
Easter to Whitsuntide. In some districts al] but half a 
dozen have been to the altar; in one district, all but 
two. A young people’s group, to meet on Sunday eve- 
nings, is being started. In early fall the matter of in- 
creased membership will be given attention.

She 
believed in the power of prayer and was oft in prayer 
seeking her heavenly Father’s guidance and help. She 
knew something of the meditative and contemplative 
life but she did not remain there. Prayer alone was 
not enough. She must translate that power into action. 
She must be up and doing. What a keen delight she 
took in performing those kindly ministrations she 
was ever doing both for those she loved as well as 
for those whose need came to her knowledge. 


Her passing on will leave an ache in many a heart 
but there will always linger the memory of one who 
tried to leave the sphere in which she lived a little 
better than she found it.

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St. Mary’s-by-the-Sea, Pacific Grove 
to Celebrate Golden Jubilee 


It is the fiftieth anniversary of the first service in 
the parish that St. Mary’s will celebrate, July 10 and 
11, with a tea and reception on the afternoon of Sat- 
urday and appropriate services on Sunday, when the 
Rev. Dr. D. Charles Gardner, D. D., will be the 
preacher. The following is a brief historical sketch of 


the parish. 


Early in February, 1886, a few women in Pacific 
Grove met to organize a Guild whose purpose it was 
to erect a chapel for work of the Episcopal Church. 
On March 25 they held their second meeting, adopted 
their constitution and named themselves St. Mary’s 
Guild. For over a year this faithful group, averaging 
about seven, met once a week. They placed themselves 
under the pastoral care of Bishop Kip, who appointed 
the Rev. J. F. Holmes priest in charge—in addition to 
his duties at St. James, Monterey and St. Paul’s, 


Salinas. 


_ During the summer the Pacific Improvement Com- 
pany donated a lot valued at $2500. By April, 1887, 
funds were in hand to build a church, which was 


ready for service July 10, 1887. 


This was the first church building in Pacific Grove. 
During the rectorship of the Rev. Charles S. Facken-

thall (1890-1899) a rectory and a parish house were 
added on the same property. 


On December 18, 1906, at the close of the rectorship 
of the Rev. Hobart Chetwood, St. Mary’s was received 
into the Diocese as a parish. 


The Rev. Edward H. Molony was rector from 1909 
until 1913. He started the mission work in Carmel 
that resulted in the present All Saints Parish. In 1911 
St. Mary’s was enlarged, which was necessitated by 
ever-growing congregations. At the same time Mr. 
James H. Parke and Miss Sarah C. Parke donated a 
fine Austin organ in memory of their father. Miss 
Parke, who passed away in 1936, left $10,000 to the 


parish endowment fund started by the late Rev. Ham- 
ilton Lee and others. 


In preparation for the golden jubilee the parish has 
spent nearly $3,700 in bringing the buildings into first- 
class condition. Of this sum $500 was received from 
Cyrus McCormick, since deceased, who had chartered 
a special train in 1889 to bring his entire wedding 
party from Chicago to his wedding in St. Mary’s. 
Other generous donations were received from the 
Guild, Mrs. Hamilton Lee, Mr. and Mrs. James H. 
Parke and other members of the congregation, as well 
as a generous portion from the annual budget of the 
parish. 

Rectors of St. Mary’s have been the Rev. Messrs. J. F. 
Holmes, John Bakewell, Charles Fackenthall, Hobart 
Chetwood, Griffin M. Cutting, E. H. Molony, F. G.

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The Archdeacon’s Letter 


Dear Friends in the Diocese of California: 


There is an old saying that when the cat’s away the 
mice will play. I confess I don’t see why everyone 
should think that because the Bishop is away they 
should begin to play capers with the Archdeacon. Just 
as the Bishop was going, six missions presented prob- 
lems which would have been taken to the Bishop for 
advice. The ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese is 
for the time being vested in the Standing Committee 
of eight men, four clergymen and four laymen. Now 
isn’t that a nice sort of authority to consult, especially 
when the chairman is more than forty miles away? 

On June 15 and 16 the Forward Movement Commis- 
sion conducted, for the southern part of the Province, 
a conference on the missionary motive. It was at- 
tended by about twenty-five people and was held at 
the Church Divinity School. The meals were served at 
St. Margaret’s House, where a number of the people 
were also housed. The topics discussed were: “Have 
we a self-centered conception of the Church’s mes- 
sage?” “Have we a definite conception of our mes- 
sage?” “Have we a respect for the work the Church is 
doing in its mission fields?” “Have we an adequate 
program for missionary education?” “What can we 
do about it?” All the topics were introduced with care- 
fully prepared papers and with stimulation from the 
chairman, the Rev. Dr. R. O. Kevin of Kirkwood, Mis- 
souri, the topics were adequately discussed. The find- 
ings committee under the leadership of the Rev. Lind- 
ley H. Miller of San Mateo brought in a fine summary 
and several resolutions were adopted which if heeded 
ought to do much to advance the cause of missions. 

Some interesting discussion took place over a sub- 
stitute for the word missions. I wonder what the read- 
ers of this letter would suggest. Is there a substitute 
which would be easily understood and that would be 
just one short word in length? Dr. Sherman, once a 
missionary in China and for years missionary educa- 
tion secretary of the National Council and now secre- 
tary of the Forward Movement Commission, was 
present. 

One development of the conference, we hope, will 
be holding of similar conferences in every Diocese and 
District and then in every parish and mission. These 
conferences should not be large, about twenty-five per- 
sons attending would be sufficient. That means that 
there must be quite a number if an effort is to be 
made to reach all the members of a parish or all the 
clergy and lay leaders of a Diocese. A convocation 
may be even too large an area. 

Here is some good news for us all. Mr. Archie T. L. 
Tsen, president of the Board of Missions of the Church 
in China, expects to be in our Diocese from September 
21 through the 30th. A strenuous, but I hope reason- 
able, itinerary is being prepared for him. During the 
winter we expect to have a visit from Bishop Shirley 
Nichols of Kyoto. There is a faint possibility that Dr. 


Francis M. Wei, president of the Central China Col- 


lege, will be with us early in 1938. 

The Field Department of the National Council is 
planning to send us a team of speakers shortly after 
the General Convention. 

My present plan calls for my being in the diocesan 
house on Tuesdays and Wednesdays and some Thurs- 
days. I hope to spend the weekends in the field, that 
means in the missions. 

One of my hobbies is missionary education. I hope 
many of our people will attend the conference of the 
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M. E. M. at Asilomar, July 18-24, The Moslem world 
is a real challenge to Christianity and we ought to 
know something about it. Our diocesan interest in the 
rural church ought also to take us to Asilomar, where 
these two subjects for mission study for the year 
193-38 will be considered.

Asilomar Conference 


The Summer Conference at Asilomar opened with 
121 registered, the largest number in recent years. Fif- 
teen faculty members were all present as planned. 
Young people and adults were in about equal numbers. 

The opening service in the chapel on Sunday eve- 
ning was featured with the inspiring sermon of Dr. 
Leslie C. Learned. In giving the advice of “seventy 
years to seventeen” he showed that the spirit of youth, 
vision and faith are not determined by age. The clergy 
and choirs of the churches of Pacific Grove, Carmel 
and Del Monte joined the dean, the Rev. Herald G. 
Gardner, and the chaplain, the Rev. A. Ronald Merrix, 
in conducting the service. The first meetings of the 
young people and of the faculty, getting into the spirit 
of the conference, were held following the service. 

The Council of Young Churchmen of the Diocese, 
taking charge of the administration of young people’s 
affairs, began their work with six of their eleven 
members present. Assignments were made as follows: 
Recreation, William George; Altar Guild, Lydia Adele 
Roth; worship, Bert Simmons; hospitality, Gwen 
Mayne; acolytes, Philip Dignam; sergeant-at-arms, 
Chester Glover. A code of rules has been drawn up by 
the council covering expectations for the conduct of 
young people. 

The National Accredited Leaders Association, com- 
posed of workers in the Church equipping themselves 
by study for greater effectiveness in Sunday School 
teaching, leadership in societies, dramatics and other 
Church activities, is represented on the campus this 
year. Course recognition will be given at the end of 
the conférence to those who fulfill the requirements 
of five hours of outside reading and writing in addi- 
tion to the five hours of instruction in a morning 
course. 

The library of the school was in charge of the 
Daughters of the King, under Mrs. Edmond Roth, 
with a wide variety of interesting and challenging 
new and standard volumes. The first patrons presented 
themselves before the books were unpacked. 

The fine summer weather of Asilomar, with the 
moon approaching its full, stimulated the attendance 
to the utmost enjoyment of the beauties and delights 
of the situation. The full report of the conference will 
be presented next month.

The ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese is 
for the time being vested in the Standing Committee 
of eight men, four clergymen and four laymen. Now 
isn’t that a nice sort of authority to consult, especially 
when the chairman is more than forty miles away? 

On June 15 and 16 the Forward Movement Commis- 
sion conducted, for the southern part of the Province, 
a conference on the missionary motive. It was at- 
tended by about twenty-five people and was held at 
the Church Divinity School. The meals were served at 
St. Margaret’s House, where a number of the people 
were also housed. The topics discussed were: “Have 
we a self-centered conception of the Church’s mes- 
sage?” “Have we a definite conception of our mes- 
sage?” “Have we a respect for the work the Church is 
doing in its mission fields?” “Have we an adequate 
program for missionary education?” “What can we 
do about it?” All the topics were introduced with care- 
fully prepared papers and with stimulation from the 
chairman, the Rev. Dr. R. O. Kevin of Kirkwood, Mis- 
souri, the topics were adequately discussed. The find- 
ings committee under the leadership of the Rev. Lind- 
ley H. Miller of San Mateo brought in a fine summary 
and several resolutions were adopted which if heeded 
ought to do much to advance the cause of missions. 

Some interesting discussion took place over a sub- 
stitute for the word missions. I wonder what the read- 
ers of this letter would suggest. Is there a substitute 
which would be easily understood and that would be 
just one short word in length? Dr. Sherman, once a 
missionary in China and for years missionary educa- 
tion secretary of the National Council and now secre- 
tary of the Forward Movement Commission, was 
present. 

One development of the conference, we hope, will 
be holding of similar conferences in every Diocese and 
District and then in every parish and mission. These 
conferences should not be large, about twenty-five per- 
sons attending would be sufficient. That means that 
there must be quite a number if an effort is to be 
made to reach all the members of a parish or all the 
clergy and lay leaders of a Diocese. A convocation 
may be even too large an area. 

Here is some good news for us all. Mr. Archie T. L. 
Tsen, president of the Board of Missions of the Church 
in China, expects to be in our Diocese from September 
21 through the 30th. A strenuous, but I hope reason- 
able, itinerary is being prepared for him. During the 
winter we expect to have a visit from Bishop Shirley 
Nichols of Kyoto. There is a faint possibility that Dr. 


Francis M. Wei, president of the Central China Col- 


lege, will be with us early in 1938. 

The Field Department of the National Council is 
planning to send us a team of speakers shortly after 
the General Convention. 

My present plan calls for my being in the diocesan 
house on Tuesdays and Wednesdays and some Thurs- 
days. I hope to spend the weekends in the field, that 
means in the missions. 

One of my hobbies is missionary education. I ho 
many of our people will attend the conference of the 


M. E. M. at Asilomar, July 18-24. The Moslem world 
is a real challenge to Christianity and we ought to 
know something about it. Our diocesan interest in the 
rural church ought also to take us to Asilomar, where 
these two subjects for mission study for the year 
193-38 will be considered.

Asilomar Conference 


The Summer Conference at Asilomar opened with 
121 registered, the largest number in recent years. Fif- 
teen faculty members were all present as planned. 
Young people and adults were in about equal numbers. 

The opening service in the chapel on Sunday eve- 
ning was featured with the imspiring sermon of Dr. 
Leslie C. Learned. In giving the advice of “seventy 
years to seventeen” he showed that the spirit of youth, 
vision and faith are not determined by age. The clergy 
and choirs of the churches of Pacific Grove, Carmel 
and Del Monte joined the dean, the Rev. Herald G. 
Gardner, and the chaplain, the Rev. A. Ronald Merrix, 
in conducting the service. The first meetings of the 
young people and of the faculty, getting into the spirit 
of the conference, were held following the service. 

The Council of Young Churchmen of the Diocese, 
taking charge of the administration of young people’s 
affairs, began their work with six of their eleven 
members present. Assignments were made as follows: 
Recreation, William George; Altar Guild, Lydia Adele 
Roth; worship, Bert Simmons; hospitality, Gwen 
Mayne; acolytes, Philip Dignam; sergeant-at-arms, 
Chester Glover. A code of rules has been drawn up by 
the council covering expectations for the conduct of 
young people. 4 

The National Accredited Leaders Association, com- 
posed of workers in the Church equipping themselves 
by study for greater effectiveness in Sunday School 
teaching, leadership in societies, dramatics and other 
Church activities, is represented on the campus this 
year. Course recognition will be given at the end of 
the conference to those who fulfill the requirements 
of five hours of outside reading and writing in addi- 
tion to the five hours of instruction in a morning 
course. 

The library of the school was in charge of the 
Daughters of the King, under Mrs. Edmond Roth, 
with a wide variety of interesting and challenging 
new and standard volumes. The first patrons presented 
themselves before the books were unpacked. 

The fine summer weather of Asilomar, with the 
moon approaching its full, stimulated the attendance 
to the utmost enjoyment of the beauties and delights 
of the situation. The full report of the conference will
